Lived Here 58 Years 
Mrs. Breidenbaugh was a daugh­ 
ter of the late Dr. and Mrs. John 
Kitzmiller, of Schuylkill county, but 
had resided in Gettysburg since her 
marriage to Doctor Breidenbaugh 
In 1873 
Since 1875, when Doctor 
Breidenbaugh erected the family 
home on Carlisle street, Mrs. Breid­ 
enbaugh 
resided 
there. 
Doctor 
Breidenbaugh 
died 
September 
5, 
1826. 
After he taught chemistry at 
college for fifty years. Doctor Breid­ 
enbaugh was made professor emeri­ 
tus holding that position for two 
years before his death

National City And Bank Of 
America To Pool 
Resources. 


New York, Oct. 2 (AP)—A plan of 
consolidation of the Bank of Amer­ 
ica with the National city b a n k - 
operating an institution closely ap­ 
proaching the Chase national bank, 
largest in the world, in total re­ 
sources—was announced by heads of 
the two institutions Thursday. 
It was explained th at the plan 
was in conformity with program an ­ 
nounced last w’eek by the Trans- 
america corporation, which holds a 
63 per cent interest in Bank of 
America, under which Transamerica 
proposed to divest itself of controll­ 
ing interests in banks. 
Giannini Holding Company 
The Bank of America, which on 
June 30 reported resources of $338,- 
300.313, has been the second most 
important unit in the Transamerica 
corporation 
group. 
Transamerica 
has operated since formation as a 
holding company for the properties 
assembled by A. P. Giannini, of Cali­ 
fornia, and its chief property is the 
Bank of America national trust and 
savings bank of California, a $1,000,- 
000,000 institution. 
Elisha Walker, chairman, said that 
there was no plan under considera­ 
tion at this time for deposition of 
control of that institution. 
The Bank of America is only 
about one-sixth the size of the Na­ 
tional city bank, which on June 30 
reported resources of $1,973,140,595, 
but it has thirty-five branches, in 
New York city, which will substanti­ 
ally augment National city’s system, 
now comprising fifty-four branches. 
Exchange of Stock Basis 
The plan contemplates the ex­ 
change of National city stock for 
Bank of America stock, on the basis 
of one share of the former for one 
and two-thirds of the latter, so that 
Transamerica corporation will be­ 
come an im portant minority stock­ 
holder in National city. Transainer- 
ica holds sixty-three per cent of 
Bank of America stock, and the 
adoption of the plan is (contingent 
upon its approval by sufficient mi­ 
nority stockholders to make a total 
of eighty-five per cent in favor of 
it. If by October 17 that percentage 
has approved, the plan will be sub­ 
mitted to National city stockholders.

“BACKFIRING” DISEASES 
Backfiring is a widely used m eth­ 
od for the control of turf fires. 
The conflagration is perm itted to 
burn itself out, the rest of the coun­ 
try being protected by the charred 
ring of backfired territory. 
In dealing w ith disease epidemics 
we are often called on to "backfire,” 
by encircling the disease conflagra­ 
tion with a ring of quarantine. 
In the case of a smallpox epi­ 
demic, for exam ple, the territory in ­ 
volved is usually quarantined and 
those in the im m ediate vicinity who 
are susceptible are vaccinated. 
The disease then dies out for 
want of susceptible victims. 
Theoretically, many diseases could 
be controlled by this method, but 
unfortunately it is not a practical 
procedure. 
There is a lim it to the am ount 
of policing one can or should do 
with people, even In the interest of 
their health. 
There is work to be done, and 
quarantine interferes with industry 
and business. 
However, there is a form of rela­ 
tive quarantine which the individ­ 
ual could apply to himself and to 
those im m ediately about him, which 
would little Interfere with his a f­ 
fairs and yet prove very beneficial 
to himself and to those who come 
in contact w ith him. 
There are certain diseases, the 
virus of which is so subtle th a t it 
will literally float in the air and 
spread widely. 
In the vast m ajority of diseases, 
however, their spread is achieved 
only through fairly intim ate con­ 
tact between the sick and the well. 
If this contact could be broken 
the diseases would not spread, and 
the "fire would be backfired.” 
By avoiding all contact with those 
who are sick, by scrupulous cleanli­ 
ness. 
especially 
as 
affecting 
the 
hands, m outh, foods and feeding 
utensils, 
the 
spread of 
infection 
could be curtailed.

Geneva 
(A P ).—Reorganization of 
the Swiss watch industry, to eliminate 
harmful competition, is being sought 
by the country’s chief watchmakers, 
who have fallen on hard times. 
The plan contemplates formation of 
a national Swiss watch “trust”, which 
would control exportation while leav­ 
ing management and production to in­ 
dividual manufacturers. 
It is proposed that the federal gov­ 
ernment. which is always prompt to 
succor the country’s big industries in 
distress, should buy a big block of 
stock in the export corporation. 
The watch and clock industry of 
Switzerland, one of its four economic 
mainstays, is constituted of scores of 
companies, large and small. 
In com­ 
mercial quarters it is said that under­ 
selling to foreign buyers has been a 
great drain on the industry;----

(harmful is the export of Swiss watch 
movements and expert Swiss work­ 
ers. 
In foreign factories the Swiss 
movement in skilled Swiss hands be- 
I comes a foreign product and is sold 
I to the advantage of the foreign indus­ 
try. 
Horology is an ancient and honor­ 
ed occui a I ion in Switzerland. In 1882 
there were 2,662 factories and 135,000 
workers engaged in making timepieces. 
By 1929 the watch factories had grown 
to 8,514 and watch workers numbered 
more than 400,000, a tenth of the pop­ 
ulation. 
Now of the unemployed persons en­ 
tered on Swiss insurance rolls, 18 per 
cent are watch workers; of the Jfcir- 
tially-employed, 56 per cent are of the 
same trade.
